(as the Apoſtle exhorts) ſhould watch there- 
unto with all; Perſeverance. 5 
Theſe, I think, are the chief Quallſica- 
tions neceſſary to make our Prayers à Sa- 
erifice, holy, and acceptable to God, And 
he that has theſe Diſpoſitions, and prays for 
ſuch Things, and in ſuch Manner as has 
been mentioned, may at all Times come 
"boldly to the Throne of Grace (as the Apg- 
ile ſpeaks) not doubting but he ſhall ob#ar 
Mercy, and find Grace to help in Time of 
Need.
